PHILADELPHIAN MAKES
TERRIBLE FIRE LIQUID

Inventor Will Demonstrate New
War Weapon, for Sale to
Any Nation

A mysterious liquld, made from a se-
cret formula, has been produced by a
Philadelphia chemist, who asseris that
it will prove to be the most formidable
and, Incidentally, the most gruesome
weapon in war. Tha liguld, which resem
bles water In appearance and oan bs
carried in glass, possesses the astonish-

ing property of causing flames to burst
from any porous substance on which 2
Is placed, maccording to the Inventor, Jul-
ius J. Dolgos, of 2 Palmetto street, a
chemiat with the H. K, Mulford Com-
pany, of this city.

Dolgos, who I8 an Hungarian, came (o
this country elx years ago. Shortly after
hia arrival he concelved the idea of in-
venting a Auld which would be a tarrible
weapon in war., He began a series of ex-
periments, and several weeks ago an-
nounced that he had perfected the for-
mule which gives to the world i1s new-
ert terror.

The liquid, the constityents which he
would not divuige, will burn wood, cloth,
fiesh, water and snow merely by coming
in contact with those substances, Dolgos
sald, It s perfectly safe to carry, pro-
vided one Is careful not to touch it, and
it can be produced at a nominal cost, ac-
cording to the inventor,

Dolgos expects to dispose of his secret
at n high price to any Government that
cares to inveat in It. He will demon-
strate the Hguld at his home Baturday,
and he intimated that representatives of
the countries at war will attend,
